HIGH BLOOD PRESSURE 


It Causes Hardening of the Arteries 
and Other Grave Troubles 


Physic.ans have always studied the | 


pulse, because it gives valuable infor- 
mation concerning the body's con.!- 
tion of health or disease. But it is 
only recently that they have begun to 
use the term blood pressure frequent- 
ly, and to regard the amount of that 
pressure as of great importance. That 
is because they now have instruments 
for accurately measuring the pressure 
which previously they could only estl- 
mate by feeling the pulse. 

Blood pressure or the degree of ten- 
sion of the blood current within the 
arteries 1s chiefly significant because 


a permanent increase in it is quite 
sure to be followed in time by hard- 


ening of the arterles and by the degen- 
eration or disease of {mportant organs, 
especially the kidneys, 

The blood pressure {se increased by 
a number of causes that increase the 
force of the heart beat or that con- 
tract the smaller blood vessels. Any 
excitement—anger, Joy, fear, nervous- 
ness—raliseg it temporarily, But that 
is of little importance unless the amo- 
tion is frequently repeated or unless 
the person already has diseased art 
erles. The blood pressure that is per 
manently high is more serlous. ‘That 
comes from long continucd mental ex- 
citement, such as worry, business anx- 
{ety or political strife or from the ac- 
tion of certain poisons that are forn. 
ed !n the system and not properly ex: 
creted. 

These polsons come from the wasto 
products of digestion, especially in 
large meat eaters, They raise the 
blood pressure by causing the smaller 
arteries to contract. 

In small amounts these poisons are 
excreted at once, but {n persons who 
eat large quantities of moat, especial- 
ly of beef and mutton-—-poultry and 
fish are less harmful—they are some- 
times formed in amounts so large that 
the kidneys cannot dispose of them 
promptly. When this happens, es- 
pecially if it occurs in @ person who 18 
under a constant mental strain, like 
the politician, the financler or the 
chronic worrier, there {s grave danger 
of a permanently high blood pressure 
and, following that, of hardening of 
the arterles and of kidney disease, 
mental disturbance or apoplexy, 

lf you must worry be a vegetarian; 
if you must eat meat do 80 only once 
a day or, better still, every other day.

United States Taritf

mr, John Hallam of Toronto, one 
of Canada's pioneer woo] dealers, had 
an interesting article in the “Canadian 
Countryman” of recent date on the 
effect of the new Underwood Tariff 
Bill on the wool] business in Canada. 
Generally speaking he does not think 
it will affect the price at which the 
Canadian farmer sells his wool very 
materially, but wil) result in the lower- 
ing of the price of woo) for the Ameri- 
can farmer, as the latter’s home mar- 
ket will be thrown open to world-wide 
competition. Dealing with this phase 
of the subject Mr. Hallam write: “In 
order to obtain an idea o: the effect 
the removal! of the tariff at present 
will produce, let us examine the effect 
on prices in the United States and 
Canada before and after the removal! 
of the tariff under the Wilson Bill. 
On August Ist, 1892, while the tariff 
was in force, the Boston quotation for 
Ohio fine, washed woo] was 20% cents, 
while In Toronto on the same date 
unwashed wool] was quoted at 10 cents. 
On August 1, 1896, after the tariff was 
removed, the same woo] was quoted 


at 12 cents in Boston, and on the same 
date it was quoted at 11% cents in

coffers ‘ft the manufacturer as he 
would to the 47overnment if he bought 
Hence, the demand 
that the Goveinment cancel or reduce 
the duty on the articles he buys. If 
this request is granted it is argued 
that the Western farmer wil. save the 
full amount of the reduction in duty. 
That is to say. if he has been paying 
$100 for an article on which the duty 
is 20 per cent. and ‘f the duty is 
wiped out oe will only pay $80 and 
be $20 richer. This simple arithme- 
tiea: deduction implies a upreme con- 
fi.ence in ‘ie disinterestedness, not 
to say philanthropy of the man from 
whom the tarmer buys.

Recently Lieut, Hughes found a 
hitherto uncharted creek which to the 
surprise of all showed a depth of 60 
feet of water along-side a precipi- 
tous cliff 45 feet high, a condition of 
things unknown anywhere between: 
Sierra Leone and the Congo. y 

On this discovery being reported, 
the governor, in March last, commis- 
sioned the Director of Railways and 
the Director of Marine to investigate 
the matter, and as a result it was 
established that the newly-discovered 
creek, though not shown on any 
map, is really the mai’ channel of 
the Bonny River, 

A remarkable serles of cliffs ex- 
tending for three-quarters of a mile 
and averaging 45 feet above high 
water was discovered among the 
swamps. Opposite these cliffs sound- 
ings showed a cepth of 70 feet of 
water. Armed with macHetes, the 
Director of Railways, the Director of 
Marine, and the commander of the 
Ivy landed, and by means of a rope 
ascended the ‘liffs and cut through a 
section of almost impenetrable 
growth twelve feet in height. 

Lieut. Hughes then ascended a tree 
to view the country. A few pcople 
were met, and it was discovered that 
ne white man had been there before, 
Further investigation showed that 
the general conditions of the place 
were such as had never been hoped 
for on the West African coast, and 
the spot has been called Port Har- 
court and selected as the terminus of 
the railway.

might have been destroyed. 

But do not imagine that pluck of 
this kind belongs exclusively to the 
American criminal. In October, 
1865, a new governor, Mr. George 
Clifton, was appointed to Dartmoor 
prison in England, and on the very 
day that he arrived the governor’s 
house which stands on the right 
hand side of the prison gate, as you 
face it, caught fire. As Mr. Clifton 
drove up, the roof and attic wereeall 
ablaze. 

The chief warden had already col- 
lected a gang of about thirty trust- 
worthy men, and set them to work 
with buckets. There is a pond just 
across the road, and they formed a 
chain and passed the buckets like 
lightning. ‘‘No free men,” said an 
eye-witness, ‘could have worked 
harder, and as for those who were 
On the ladder they never filnched 
although showers of sparks were 
beating down -upon them and burn- 
ing holes in their clothes. 

They worked so well that they got 
the flames under, but some were so 
exhausted that they had to be helped 
back to their cells. 

Ore man named Newbrook faint- 
ed, and was taken to the hospital. 
He was delirious that night and 
could not leave his bed for more 
than three weeks. 

“Again in February, 1895, the 
wash-house at Dartmoor prison 
caught fire, but thanks to the splen- 
did conduct of the prisoners’’-—as 
the governor wrote in his report— 


serious damage was done. 

On March 10th, 1891, there fell 
upon the south of England the worst 
blizzard of snow ever recorded. On 
the heights of Dartmoor the gale 
raged furiously for three days, the 
cold was terrible, the drifts were 
piled forty feet deep, and did not 
melt until the following June. 

On the 15th the sheep began to 
die. Two prisoners asked to see the 
governor, and volunteered to lead a 
Party to rescue the poor creatures. 
Some forty convicts joined them, and 
armed with shovels cut their way 
through the huge drifts amid the 
stinging ice blast, and succeeded at 
great risk to themselves in rescuing 
nearly ali the tlock. 

Many a convict has risked his life 
fn helping a warder attacked by 
Bome prisoner who has suddenly 
Tun amok. At Portland, some few 
years ago, was a man whom we will 
call ‘Yhomson, who was noted and 
feared for his mad fits of rage. 

He had already got into trouble 
for throwing a bath plug at the 
governor, and for attempting to as- 
gsault a warder witb his own baton. 
On the latter occasion it took three 
warders to get him down. 

One day, one of the principal war- 
ders was quietly going his afternoon 
rounds, and presently entered the 
laundry where Thomson was at 
work. Without the slightest warn- 
ing, ‘Thomson sprang upon him like 
&@ maniac and hit him over the head 
with a beavy iron spanner. 

‘The warder dropped like a stone, 
but ‘Thomson, not satistied wieh what 
he had done, was about to hit him 
again, when a quiet elderly convict 
who was working near by rushed at 
the lunatic, collared him, and threw 
him down, 

Before ‘Thomson could get up, a 
wsecond convict came to the help of 
the first, and between them they 
managed to overpower the kicking, 
cursing, biting brute. 


Mr. Churchill's Ride to Balmoral.

Emblem of Anti-tuberculosis Workers 
All Over the World. 

The double red cross, the symbol of 
the war against tuberculosis, was first 
adopted as the symbol of the Interna. 
tional Anti-tuberculosis association {a 
Berlin in October, 1902. ‘The proposer 
of the symbol was Dr. G. Sersiron of 
Paris, who is now associated secretary 
of L'Association Centrale Francaise 
Contre la ‘Tuberculose, 

Today the emblem is being used by 
anti-tuberculosis workers in every purt 
of the world, even in Iceland, India, 
South Africa, Labrador, Japan, China 
and the Philippines. The double red 
eross is similar in shape to 2 cross 
used frequently in the Greek Catholic 
churches and also to the Lorraine cross 
of Irance. All of the arms of the 
cross are pointed, the {wo cross arnis 
being of the same length. The width 
of the cross is taken as the unit in de. 
termining the proportions. ‘The lengtb 
of the lower arm is seven units, the 
arms are three units on cither side, the 
point above the arms two and a halt 
units and the distance between the 
arms one and a balf units. These 
nieasurements hold good for any size, 

In the United States over 1,200 anti: 
tuberculosis associations and commit 
fees, nearly 650 sanitariums and hos: 
pitals, 400 dispensaries and about 200 
open alr schools, besides a number of 
other organizations, are using the dou- 
ble red cross as their emblem. Wher. 
ever it is seen it means war against 
tuberculosis.
